> SUMBIARY OF NEWS. 


Ovr advices from Japan come down to Oc- 
tober $1. The warin the South has lulled. 
Stutsbashi reigns, and peoole are anxious 
to hear what policy the new Shegoon will 
adopt. Some appear to think that he will 


endeayour to patch up. the quarrel, and 
others again affirm that, according to Japan- 
ese law or custom -he ,will be compelled 
nolens volens to carry on the war. 

From Chefoo we learn that the French’ 
fleet consisting of the burning of the General 
Sherman by the Coreans and the consequent 
death of all on board is confirmed under date 
of of ous frigate, 3 corvettes, and 4 gun boats 
which left for Corea on the 11th ultimo., on 
the 15th entered the town of Kanghoa, 
some distance up a river, described asa 
small place of only 10,000 inhabitants, 
nearly all of whom deserted the town on 
the French approach. The fact of the 
murder of the missionaries is fully admit- 
ted by the Coreans,”and a mandarin who 
was captured and taken on board the ad- 
mirai’s ship seemed to, glory in the fact, 
The King invited the French admiral to 
proceed to the capital to negociate ; but 
this was declined, as a trap was suspected, 
and a despatch was sent instead, in which 
demands were made for punishment of the 
* maudarins who had instigated the murders, 
and for the appointment of a plenipoten- 
tiary. News had been brought. to the 
Frerich by a Corean ‘corivert that junks 
gontaining stones had been sunk in the 
River Seoul, betwéen Kanghoa and the 
capital ; and that the Viceroy had des- 
patched an army 15,000 strong to attack 
them. In another page will be found.a very 
interesting account of the expedition in’ the 
form of a diary. The Seoul is officially de- 
clared under blockade by the French. 

From. Shanghae we learn upon autho- 
rity of the North China Herald,thatthe Vice- 
roy hag at length determined on the'‘move- 
ment against the Honan and Shan-ting 
Nienfei, to which Tseng-kwo-fau has: 50 
frequently urged him, and has left Nan- 
king for the seat of war. For once ap- 
parently, the Imperialists are in earnest in 
theirjoperations. A triple advance lias been 
planned,—the Viceroy marching from the 
South, Tsen-kwo-fan from the East, and 
auother imperialist force from the? North- 
west,——by which it is open to surround dnd 
effectually crush the rebels. Hitherto, 
_ there can be no doubt, Li has not co-opera- 
ted heartily with his patron and presént ri- 
val. ‘It did not answer his purpose tv con- 
tribute to the latter’s power. and glory, 
without advancing his own; and he has 
wajted an opportune time for a decisive 
_ blow.of which the credit’should redound on 
himself. Had he ‘moved at first, Tsen-kwo- 
fan, as Comniander-in-Chief, would have 
liad the credit of success; but now, the 
latter having proved himself unable during 
a long campaign to inflict any devisive blow 
on his opponents, it will be to Li’s arrival 
on the scene that victory will be attribited, 
should it crown the Imperial banners ; and 
his prestige which will he exalted. 

The most interesting announcement in 
the report by the Finance Rate-and Appeal 
Committee of the Shanghae Municipality 
is that a step has been made tewards’ re- 
ducing, the Municipal debt. “The recom- 
mendation that: Ts. 1,526 be written oif as 
a bad debt-and Tis.. 2,100 carried to sus- 


legal proceedings, is less satisfactory. The 
two principal defaulters appear to be Mr E 
M. Smith; and H. I. C. M. Customs ; the 
claim against whom amounts, in the aggre- 
gate, to Ts. 3,030 out of the Tis. 5,686 in 
arrear. Mr Smith, we believe, refuses pay- 
ment on account of alleged illegal action 
by the Council in 1864, in collecting Gam- 
bling Housé and. Brothel licenses, and 
injury which, he avers, he sustained there- 
by.” The Customs object, on’ the ground 
thatthe Emperor of China should not be 
taxed on his own soil ; but appear to over- 
look the fact}that the police protect the 
Haequah bank; and that the Customs 
ofticers have all the advantages of draining, 
lighting and other Municipal arrangements. 
The. Council have apparently. resolved to 
abandon a portion of this claim, and te sue 
for the remainder. Much more to be. re- 
gretted, however, ih the statement that 
five Prussian subjects decline to contribute 
towards an institution of which they, nut 
withstanding, claim all the advanizges.

These 
ratés, which would allow Tis, 99 for pilot- 
ing a sailing ship of 22 feet from the light- 
ship, or Tls. 110 from Gutzlaff to Shang- 
hai, cannot be deemed excessive. Any at- 
tempt to monopolise business by lander- 
bidding, or misconduct. of any kind while 
on duty, will subject the offender to sus- 
pension of his license in the first instauce, 
and to its withdrawal in the second. 

We observe that some new pilot regula- 
tions for the river Min have been published 
by the acting Commissioner of Customs at 
Foochow ; and nearly contemporaneously 
the Peking Gazette calls attention to 
the laxity with which the various officers 
throughout the empire perform their duty, 
and directing that in all cases candidates 
for offices shall pass examination with a 
view to ascertaining fitness for appointment 
to any important post. In accordance with 
this priuciple, though not perhaps in conse- 
quence of the proclamation, ‘“ the Board of 
Examiners will subject the candidate’ for 
appointment as pilot on the Min, whether 
Foreign or Chinese, to a full and strict exa- 
mination as to his competency, and make 
ample enquiry as to his character for so. 
briety and good conduct. Should he be 
found competent and trustworthy, the 
Commissioner of Customs will issue to him 
a licence for inside or outside, according to 
the certificate of the Board. ~ For each li- 
“cence a fee of five Mexican dollars will Le 
charged.” = 

There seems to have been something uv- 
satisfactory about the recent horse races at 
Shanghai. Some objectionable *‘turf prac- 
tice,” it is insinuated by the Recorder, was 
introduced, ‘‘and it is uow becoming doubt- 
ful whether the sport will be continued” 
at the uiodel settlement. The: nature of 
the alleged practice may “be gathered from 
the following extract from a leader which 
our contemporary has devoted to the sub- 
ject:—** We do not pretend to say that a 
horse may uot be seratched or sold at the 
ast moment, and. the action be: quite 
within the recognised code of sporting 
rules.

HONGKONG. 

The appeal .in the opium case was dis- 
missed by the Chief Justice. The natute 
of the case will be learnt from the article 
which follows this. His Honor’s judgment 
was not given on the merits but on techii- 
eal points, There can be no intelligent! 
doubt that justice has been done ‘to the 
would-be opium smugglers. 

The French barque Lugene & Adele, Cap- 
tain Girard, left Macao for the Havanahon 
the 7th October, with a freight of 466 coo- 
lies. A day or two after she sailed the 
coolies showed signs of discontent. This 
dissatisfaction soon ripened into mutiny, 
and the coolie passengers rose fagainst’ the 
officers and ‘crew. A hard fight for the 
mastery ensued, in which the Chinese are 
said to have been met by great determina- 
tion and resolute biavery on the part of 
those in charge of the vessel. Great num- 
bers of the coolies were killed in: the strug- 
gle, many more were wounded and the re- 
yoltsuppressed, The captain, however, was 
shot déad by one of the mutineers ; the 
chief officer was severely wounded and 
many of the crew were more or less’ se- 
riously injured during the melée. The 
parquearrivedat Saigon on the 15th instant. 
The affair was reported to the authorities 
there. and tle wounded were at once placed 
under medical care in the military hospital 
of the French government, where we are 
glad to say, they were fast recovering at the 
date of the last advices.

Imperial edicts, decreeing the coin to bea 
legal tender. If the dollar is to be of any 
service outside the. colony, aud as a mone- 
tary medium both in the open-ports and in 
the interior of China, there is but one way 
of rendering it so, and that is by enlisting 
the interest of the Chinese authorities in 
the general sch me, and obtaining their aid 
in euforcing the circulation wpon_ their 
peopk. The British Minister at Pekin, if 
supported by his colleagues, is the “most 
likely person to bring ‘about this desirable 
consummation ; and we believe that, were 
he called upon to make the attempt, he 
would experience -little difficulty in per- 
suading the Imperial Government to. come 
to some advantageous arrangement.” Two 
dies for striking off five cent. pieces have, 
we believe, been stolen. within. the: last 
few: days. from. the Mint: and,:so far as we 
ean learn, it has not been found possible to 
detect the thief or to ascertain the mudita 
operandi by which he possessed himself of 
them. There must be carelessness: some- 
where in the organisation and distribution 
of responsibility in connection with:this 
establishment, as this is the second if not 
the third time that similar thefts have oc- 
curred. The result will be, that we shall 
he inundated with counterfeit five cent picé 
ces from Canton, as we are already threate- 
ned with an irruption of ten cent, twenty 
cent, aud dollar coins of doubtful valve, 
from the same workshop. We have it on 
good authority that there are between twen- 
ty and thirty thousand bad dollars Hong- 
kong Mint pattern ready to be put into cir- 


ler silver coins, Canton or Fatshan has 
the honor of containing. the rival establiah- 
menta that turn out these yhitations, Is 
it not possible that some. arrangement 
cottld be entered into with the Viceroy.of 
the Kwang Tung and Kwangsi provinces 
by which this danger might.be averted? As 
matters -stand at present, the.public have 
no security whateyer that “50 per cent of 
the New Dollars now.in cireflation are not 
spurious. It must be plain; to the Chinese 
authorities that if any quantity of counter- 
feit dollars get into circulation they as well 
‘as we will besufferers.

: ILLICIT COINAGE. 
WE ate not aware whether (he Conimis- 
sion lately appuiuted to ‘report upon the 
. Mint have arrived at any conclusion, but 
Jif nut the capture of the gang of coiners 
yesterday is likely to throiv cousiderable 
light on the question of the suitability of 
the new dollar for circulation. The gang 


|e appear to have devoted some time to per- 


fecting their spurious imitations of that 
coin, and apparently with much success. 
At the present moment uo inconsiderable 
number ‘are airea.ty in circulation, Can- 
ton sharing with Hougkong the glory of 
producing: them. Iu the’ interests of all it 
becomes most important: that'the duthori- 
ties should devise some means‘of putting a 
stop to these nefarious operations, for the 
greatest sufferers thereby are those who 
can least’afford to stand the lgss; viz those 
who, having no compradore} or shroff on 
whose judgment they, edu rely and who is 
answerable for the receipt ofispurious coin, 
are obliged to receive, almost without 
‘question, anything bearing the general ap- 
pearance of a dollar. Easy as it is liow- 
ever to suggest that “something” be-done to 
check the crime of false coining it is some- 
what wore difficnlt to suggest what that 
something should: be, . It may,-we. think, 
be taken for granted that it is impossible 
to prodice any coin which defies imitation 
+ on the part ot so skilful a set of rogues ‘as 
those we harbour in thiscolonys . The on- 
ly problem which presents-s chance of so- 
lution is how to produce a coin’ which 
shall require so loiig a time and so” much 
trouble to imitate as to make the pursuit 


can be produced.is of .course-a jquestion 
which'can only be settled by practical men; 
Dut at present that is the only point we 
can-see bearing upon the production of the 
Hongkong coinage. Turning however, 
from this to the meaus of repressing the 
“highly injurious and iNi¢it practice of false 
coining we find considerably more ‘latitude 
for consideration and suggestion., This 
crime ié punished amongst the Cltinese, 
as it used to be in Europe, by death in an 
aggravated form. Eyen as late as 1766, 
we find that at home cofnérs were sentenced. 
todeath by burning, the vietims being, aso 
tule, strangled (not hanged) upou:a gibbet 
erected over the pile on which their bodies 
were to be consumed. Public feeling now 
revolts at so barbarous punishment or 
the even infliction ofthe penalty of death 
for an offence against the pockets of one’s 
fellow creatures, aud with the cessation 


of capital punishment, strange to say, cotn-. 


ing has become Jess frequent. No one 
would desire to revive this’ punishment 
even for Chinese rascals, but some means 
must be found of rendering the risk’ of 
detection so great and the penalty s0'se- 
vere, as to deter them from the practice 
which it-has just been discovered, they 
carry on under our very noses. : 

It may be urged that transportation, or 
Yather chain gang work, for a Lat 
Some years is a .suficiently terrible ‘pu- 
nishment. Those however. familiar with 
the Chinese estimate of our penalties will 
fully -bear‘us vut in usserting that such a 
Sentence ‘does uot appear by avy means 
severe to the native mind, accustomed as 
ibisto a knowledge of the ‘infliction of 
torturé and‘death for offences far less im- 
portant in their damaging effects upon in- 
dividua}sor society than cuining., Indefault 
therefore of resorting to greater severity 


in the punishment of the individual, some 
other means must be sought. of deterring 
from crime and a suggestion to this end-is 
offered by the Chinese laws themselves. | 
Not only the. individuals of the louse de- 
voted to the -matufueture of spurious coin 
slould be answerable, but all people intthe | 
immediate ncighbourlivod within a cer aiu 
radius should he liable in’heavy fines. The 
pscude-philinthropists of the day” will 
doubtless exélaim against what-appears; at 
first sight, so unjust-an imposition, but we 
will merely refer them to the petty details 
of their household aud ma:ket expenses 
by way of. illustrating how this arrange- 
nent of mutual bevefit and security is 
carricd out againet the European, to. de+ 
monstrate its reasonableness as applied to 
-onr own protection Moreover if a man 
be robbed in tle neighbourhood of Chi 
nise houses «do. not their occupants 
afford protection and help to the thief? If 
illegal practices come to the knowledge of 
Chincse de they make them k.own ?. Most 
assuredly not, aud the feeling of mutual 
clanship is pleaded as a sufficient excuse. 
It is deemed a greater virtue to be a good 
ueighbuur to a rogue that a good stibject 
to the state, and we challenge any one to 
disprove the general truth of our remarks, 
Under these circumstances the authorities 
may weil avail themselves of a rule which 
obtains amongst the native Chinese, far

THE COREA, 
A curious piece of intelligence crops out in 
the news received respecting the Cureas A 
special courier (says the VW. C. D. News) 
had arrived from Pekivg, with aletter ad- 
vising the Coreans to treat with, ratherthap 
atiempt tod combat,'the French, and at 
first he was inclined to follow the’ advice. 
subsequently, however, his councillors 
yersuaded him to coutivue the persecution 
which had’ been commenced against the 
Christians, and to persevere in an exclu- 
sive policy, 

The \,.C. Daily News gives as its au- 
tiiority for the above, the statemeit of 
the, two-surviving Catholic priests: who 
escaped the massacre of their‘countrymen, 
having fled-to the mountains: and: tinally- 
ntanaged to tuke passage in a junk for 
Chefoo, whiere‘they arrived on* the- 6th 
October. Whether or not their report 
ean ve relivd on we-are-of course un- 
able to judge, but if the Prince Regent bas 
indeed tendered such advice to, the Corean 
King it is significant of a vital change in 
the opinions and policy of the Chinese 
Government. It has heen generally be- 
lieved: that the: Chinese attributed their 
disasters in the late war to anything’ ra- 
ther than the absolute superivrity of race 
vf those who seattered their troops, and 
forced the defenders of Pekiug to capitu- 
late... [he lower and. middlé classes of 
Northern Chinese at least have invaria- 
Uly attributed their defeat to the disturb- 
ed state of the country rendering jt im-’ 
possible to concentrate a sufficient array 
of force ou the defences. of the Peiho— 
vo the flight of, the Emperor Hienfing— 
t@ the novelty of our mode of attack, &., 
&¢.; but in few cases do they admit that, 
mau: for. man, exch equally: welk armed; 
tLe’ Earepean* ismore-.than a match for 
the Manchu. ‘That these: opinions‘-were 
more or Jess. shared by many high in the 
‘cunfidence of thé Government’is undoubt- 
ed, and some haye been: known to'declare 
that were the empire free from intestine 
strife and were the money hitherto paid 
.as indemnity réceived by the imperial ex- 
‘chequer, they would soon find a| way of 
ridding'the Capital of the obnoxious fo- 
veigner. It is therefore peculiarly gratify- 
ing tu find (if the riews be true) ‘that the 
vulinig powers have aecepted Kuropean 
superiority as an establisled fuct, and that 
the fovlish ideas of the multitude and the

would have asked for, it is difficult to say. 

He would probably have declined the offér 
with thanks.. But our Coreans' requested 

that he.would or'er one’ or more medico- 

galvanic machines (they had tested the 

virides of the doctor's), a sewing niachine, 

aud a complete electric machine, while 
they mude cager enquiries respect.ng other 
scientific apparatus, The art‘eles were 

duly taken and paid. for the following’ 
year, and, bn behalf of their countrymen 

in Corea, a fresh order of a very extensive 

nature was given, embracing several arti- 
cles-of which-it was deemed impossible 
they could have even heard a description. 

This will iuatrate ‘the progressive nature 
of this people as opposed to that of the 

Chinese, and affords strong bopes of Corea 
becoming, when thrown open te the world, | 
a valuable though small member of the 
great family of nations in Bastern Asia. -

LI FUTAVS LOCUM TENENS. 
We have lately noticed that the Shanghai 
papers contain a good deal respecting the 
appointment of Dr. Macartney. to the 
Post of Acting Commissioner “of foreign 
affairs at Shanghae during the absence of 
Le,Futai on his campaign: against the 
Nienfei. 

We have received from a trustworthy 
source a copy of the appointment, the ful- 
lowing extracts from which will shew its 
nature. “Whereas while there is nothing to 
“ prevent foreigners entering the interior 
‘under passport, they should not be-per- 
“mitted to do so without, or to commit 
*: offences, and rowdiest loafcrs should not 
‘“be allowed to wander abvut the country 
‘without antbority. And. whereas the 
“Nankin authorities, being ignorant 
‘Sof foreign languages, may experience 
“some difficulty: in exercising due super- 
“ vigion over them. Seeing, moreover, that 
“ the officer iu joint charge of the foundry 
‘at’ Soochow, . possessing the honorary 
“rank-of Taotai and the buttoaof the 3rd 
“class, Macartney, an officer who has 
« shown himself faithful aud zealous and 
“« experienced in forcign matters, is about 
“to move the foundry from Souchow to 
‘‘Nankin: It appears desirable to direct 
«chim when the remoyal is effected to ex- 
* ercise a careful supervision over,foreign- 
“ers who may visit the City, aud should 
“they be unprovided with passports or 
“be guilty of any irregularity, to direct him 
‘Sto assist the Prefect of Nankin to arrest 
«them, and send them to the Shanghae 
“Taotai for transmission to their Consuls.”

Tuere are few things which an English 
public regard with more contempt. than a 
display of physical cowardice.. Although 
the present age has ceased iu part to con- 
sider braveryasthe greatestof all virtues, it ; 
stillregards its opposite as (to use a French 
expression) more than a crime. It is to , 
be regretted that Hia Excellency the Gov- i 
ersor has found it necessary to charac- 
terzie the conduct of the first mate of the 

Westminster with the language he has” 
used, but the charge ‘against him being ' 
substantiated and that opinion being so 
expressed, any publiolty which may be 
given. thereto ig a natural penalty attached | 
to the offence committed, To state that 
an officer in the mercantile niarine has 
been guilty of “disobedience and cowardice 
of the most unworthy nature” is.we should 
imagine sufficient to exclude bim for ever 
from that profession in which a lenient 
court has only suspended his certificate 
for-one year; and few will be found to 
declare that such a punishment is too 
heavy for the offence he has committed. 
It is a matter of public interest that the 
lives of men and the valuable cargoes of 
our’ships should not be entrusted to thoee 
who are unworthy of such trust, and 
amongst the many courts of enqu'‘ry lately 
[held upon losses of ships we are happy 
to say, for the credit of our country, that 
few have found it their painful duty to 
‘express so damniug an opinion of the con-- 
duct of an officer as that which has been 
récorded jagiiiist the first mate of the 
Westminster.

xx Recimenr AMATEUR THEATRICALS.— 
Last, night, Nov 7 we were favoured with the- 
second performance of theseason of the Ama- 
teurs of the XX Regiment, which was most 
successful, not only as regards the attend- 
ance, but the character of the performance.

One cannot acquire 
the knack of acting in a day or two and 
every man’s manner however agreeable will 
scarcely suit the stage. It,often happens 
therefore that the amateur, though he may 
satisfy himself, fails to make a} impression 
upon those who hear him. “ Hejrequires not 

only talent but docility, and’ even if he pos- 
ses both, he may fail for want of persever- 
ance, Numerous rehearsals, careful prac- 
tice, and the most perfect tasteare needed 
by every one who would attempt to vie 
with artists of even moderate reputation in 
any walk of the histrionic art. It is neces- 

sary that any one invited to amateur’ per- 
forniances should bear these facts in mind, 
and be ready to pardon those who under- 
take the leading -characters, if slight faults 
occur-and occasional hitches in the scenery 
offend the eye.. But there was no nead 
last night of either-apology or forgiveness.

THE FRENCH EXPEDITION TO 
THE COREA. 


The Shanghae Recorder gives publicity to 
the fallawing extracts from the diary of a 
French afticer engaged in the expedition . to 
the Coresn capital. Lt will be real with much 
interest. Whe anurder of the Missiounries 
is defected by the only Maudariu iho pre- 
sented himself ; but udthing is tuld about 
the General Shernuce and the buruinyg of its 
erew. ‘Ihe writer says : 

Lith October.—The following vessels of 
war left Chefoo at Gym. The Guerriére, 
Primanget, Laplace, Kienchau, Deroulide, 
Le ‘Bretow and Tardif, weather most beauti- 
ful, and the sea as smooth as glass. 
12th.—The man on the Jook-out cried 
| ont at 10 a.x., land on port side, found to 
be the Islands Jeniéves, the wexther- con- 
tinued beautiful. After sailing amon 
the group, the fleet came to anchor at 6} 
p.m. in sight of Eugenie Island. 

13th.—At.7 a.m. the fleet got under 
weigh and went on slowly through the 
many isists surrounding the coust of Corea. 
2 p.m. anchored opposite Woody Island, at 
the entrance of the river leading to Kang- 
hoa, 

14th.—The Guerriére, Primanget and La- 
place remained at anchor, there. not being 
water enough for them to procéed on, The 
four remaining stnaller vessels made ready. 
The Kienchan aud Deroulide towed wp the 
the barges with the landing party,- ammiu- 
nition, baggage, &e. The Guu-boat Tardif 


having her gitns loaded and primed and the 
Corps of Ritlemen put on beard of her, 
quite prepared for any emegency, The Le 

veton (another gun-buat) closud the rear, 
armed and ready in the same way, These 
vessels one’ after the other took their posi- 
tions in frunt of eleven petty forts, the 
inside of which appeared. to contain no- 
thing. No movement of any kind in the 
forts and not a soul in the way oi garrison- 
ing thern, notwithstanding severil muzzles 
of gnns were. visible in the ewbrasures. 
9 a.m., signalized to the Admiral, on board 
the Dervutide, pointing to two Coreans with 
the triclor flag froin cave, overhanging the 
vocks.ou the banks. ‘The Coreau pilot on 
board took up a spyglass and recognized 
them, lt was impossible to go and fetch 
them, but as a Corean Junk was lying op- 
posite the place, without any one on board, 
the impression was they would have taken 
advantage of the aecasion and joined the 
Hvet at Kanghoa, not far np the river. LO 
am, The Aéenchun got aground en a sand 
bank, the Admiral went on notwitlistanding 
the accident, calculating, of course, on her 
being again affoat on the return of the tide. 
There was ne danger, still the delay in 
getting the boats of the Guerridve up. which 
were being towed by the Kiewehun was 
cousidered of sone inoment ; nevertheless 
the Admiral did not stop the, progress of 
the rentiinder ot the fleet. 105, a.m. sighted 
the beach where the tunding was to take 
place. 103, 400 men lauded. The Tardis, 
commissioned to clear the ‘way, i! any re- 
sistauce should be apparent. Found no- 
thing in the way and did not lire a single 
shot, nota soldier was visible, and coly 
about thirty Coreans, from curiosity appar- 
ently, were noticed grouped in front of 
houses. Landed the meu shortly after- 
words all went right, the marines and 
sailors took possession of the heights over- 
teoking the low land, at the end of which 


artillery was placed on the bighest elevated 
hill, Meanwhile the  Zeardif came up, 
having in tow the barges with the rest of 
the landing party, which landed at noon 
and took possession of the village, which 
was found entirely deserted. Everybody 
had géue froni it, and taken with him what 
hé had of value, leaving behind in their 
houses, the furniture, clothes and a quan- 
tity of provisions. : ‘ 

‘A shower of rain, a nuisance to every 
body, eame on at this time. As there was 
nu enemy -to face, the Admiral gave orders 
to the men to fall ont, aud company after 
company. took possession of the bamlets 
near the river side. 

‘The rain having stopped several pickets 
went out in search of arms, stores, &c. and 
discovered only some fifty useless‘and dis- 
mounted cannon ; two rooms fnil of gingals 
and bows, anda powder magazine dlose toa 
pagoda. We passed the night very com- 
fortably, We had au excellent supper con- 
sisting of fowls and two pigs, left behind by 
the natives ; while vegetables were plentiful 
in all the gardens. R

gates.. From this place they were driven 
bask and the gate broken open’ with axes. 
the commanding officer would not keep 
possession of the City, although eighty-men 
would liave been quite a sitfficient garrison 
for it. He surveyed the plave thoroughly 
and after burning the defences on the gates, 
he returned to the head quarters on the 
banks, carrying with him the flag seized on 
the walls, ‘Three Cureans wete krled by the 
Frenich bullets, but not one of the French 
waseveu slightly hurt.

der of the men carrying arms. The inhabit- 
auts had fied to the bills during the pre- 
vious night, taking with them cl that they 
could carry, scarcely any ove being left in 
the whole place. ‘The Adiniral visited the Ya- 
men ; at which place some fifteen or twenty 
natives, made prisoners, were brought be- 
forehim. They asserted that the Mandarin 
had left the City that morning dnd had 
induced all the people to follow his example. 
The French soldiers scattered themselves 
over the City and looted. some beil-covers, 
pigs, fowls ind other such things.- The 
Government Store was also entered and a 
quantity of swords, arrows and other wea- 
pons were met with. After four hours’ 
search the Government chest was discov- 
ered. It contained only an amount of some 
190,000 francs in silver ingats, carefully 
wrapped up in paper. ‘This was looked 
upon as arather go d haul. One Compauiy 
garrisoued the Uity, the remainder of the 
men returning to the head quarters on the 
banks of the river.

Eight disabled , 


THE COOL{E EMIGRATION 
CONVENTION. 


Tue Convention signed.at Peking on the 
6th March, embodying the rules and. regu- 
lations under which the coolie traffic may be 
carried on in British and French vessels, 
does not seein likely to be viewed with un- 
mixed satisfaction by anybody except the 
keepers of baracoons— Emigration Agen- 
cies ” they are euphoniously termed in. the 
Convention—and the native crimps employ- 
ed by them ; unless. we except the coolies 
themselves, whose condition would certain- 
ly be improyed by the new regulations, 
were they.effectnally carried out. .The 
terms of the Convention have been sharply 
criticised by the local press ou acceunt of. 
theix palpable inconsistency, aud justly so. 
The acknowledged evils of the traffic being 
known to arise chiefly from its being in the 
lands of unserupnlous speculators, who 
employ yet more unscrupulous tools in the 
shape of native crimps or -kidnappers, to 
bring the human grist to their mill, it. is 
certainly. strange that the very document 
which is devised ay a remedy for these evils 
should commence by giving increased: faci- 
lities for their cuntinnance ; facilities promp- 
tly availed of by the French, under whose 
colours a thriving trade in flesh and. blood 
has bee going on ever since. What is 
the nature of this human commodity _ob- 
tained by fraud, held by violence and 
transported with all the horrors of the. Afri- 
‘ean slave trade in its worst days The re- 
cipients of it in the West Indies do not 
agem to value it very highly after all Tbe 

i Hines, writhig oi the~ subject of 
Chinese inmugration, says =“ There’ éin 
be no doubt that-a large proportion of the 
Chinese immigrants have fallen into’ the 
vives of opium sucking and gambling, As 
many as 7,000 ot of 10;000 in the colony are 
devated to the first-named vice, and 3,000 
to gambling. Hence only 10. per cent. of 
the numberare really sober and industrious 
people.” If this statement be correct, the 
410,000 Chinese imported in Guiana cannot 
be cousidercd either a profitable or a wel- 
come ‘addition to the  pupulation of that 
colony. And if the Chinese. coolie proved 
so undesirable an acquisition when imported 
under the old system, how will:it be with 
the newly imposed restrictions aid respon- 
sibilities? The Jamaica Standard, in re- 
viewing: the- Convention, says :—“It be- 
hoves Jimaica to study. well the questions 
thus raised. We want immigrants, but we 
cannot, «vith any benefit to ourselves, pay 
too much for them, any more than aman-who 
wants money oan expect to make it profitable 
by borrowingit at ceut percent, Sometimely 
representations from the planters of 
this. country, who may be best able to deal 
with the question, ought to be submitted 
to Governor Grant, with a view of furnish- 
ing him with a reliable data whereon to base 
avy consultation he may ,have with Her 
Majesty’s Ministers in reference: to immi- 
gration-from China to this.island.” . After 
this, we are not surprised to hear that.the 
Coolie Immigration , Committee of Jamaica 
have determined to receive no coolies from 
China at all, if the new regulations are rigidly 
adhered to, althougl: they are still willing to 
take some 2,000 annually should certain of 
them be relaxed. In fact, the new order of 
things seems to work badly.at both ends ; 
in China it rather encourages the barracoon 
and crimp system than otherwise. and in 
the West Fadies discourages the continuance 


pot muhigtation by the severity of the terms 
imposed.—
